That which follows nextis diflance ; whereof there be three 
kinds moft ufuall: Open order, which is 6 foot in Rank and File; 
Order, whichis 3 foot in Rank and File; and Clofe order, which is 
a footand half between File and File. 

Openorder is uled when acompanie is tobe exercifed: order, 
When they come to fight, or wheel: Clofe order in File, is onely 
forthe Pikes when they come to charge the enemie, or to receive 
acharge. 

In : long March, the Files areat Order, and the Ranks at Open 
order. The ufuall way to mealurethele diftances, is thus ; 0 pen or. 
der between Fileand Fileis, when the Souldiers ftretching out 
their arms,‘ their hands touch each other; and between the 
Ranks, when the butt-end of the fhouldred Pikes almoft reach to 
their Leaders heels. And for Order between the Files,when the 
Souldiers fetting their arms a kembo, theirelbows touch ; and 
in Ranks, when they come up totheir Leadas {words point. 
-Clofe order, is fhoulder to fhoulder. 

The Moficas are of 4. kinds, namely, Facings, Deublings, Coun-

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They may then fire even with theFront of Pikes;then onthe Half- — 
files, oras they fhall be commanded.
